
Qn 9 August 1950 the Staakon (N 53/2 65) airfield was occupied by 
30 to hO sinjle-enjine , low-wing monoplanes which were standing 
in front of the hangars and buildings on the southern edge of the 
f ield and in tho northeastem corner of the landin;j f ield. Soiae

Eight planes were standing in the northeastern 
corner of the field; nine planes were in the eastern section. 

Special markings were not oeen. Five twin-engine f low-wing monoplnnes 

vdth single rudder assemblies and without | ~| were 25X1 

standing in front of the largest hangar in the southeastern corner 

of the field. Aoout 15 sin lc-enjine, low-wLng monoplanes, all vdth 

a red border on the upper eajes of the rudder assemblies, wcre 

standinc in no discernible order in front of the hangars in the 

sotthern section of the field. Six other sinjlo-enjine, low-wing 

monoplanes with red borders on the upper edjes of the radder assemblies 

were west of the hangars. AH aircraft were partially covered with 

tarpaulinso Fourtcen single-en;ine, low-v.lng monoplanes, with the 

same color edging on the ratíder assemblies, wcre northwest of the 

entrance. Some soldiers stood near the planes, v;hich seemed to be 

roady to talce off. The cockpits ol’ some planes wcre open. (l ) 
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Two tv/in-engine, low-wing monoplanes with dnjlo rudder assemblies 
and retractable landinj jears made traininj flijhts. Thc sle/ was 


overcast anc there wns heaw rain.

Four twin-engine planes began marking local flishts at about ÓO0 p.m. 
on 1 August 19Í0. The flying waa still in progress at 9 P* m » 

7 Flvin? with iil ground attack aircraft began at 9 a.m. on 2 August 1950. 
The.7 were single-engine, low-wing monoplanes with in-line engine, two- 
seater cockpit and smooth-bore gun with a ring sight. The gun was probab- 
ly 20-mm caliber, since the barrel was 30 mm thick. (1) The U1 P^ ies ’ 
in elements of two or three, made an eraergency take-off in less than two 
ninutes. After take-off the planes rendezvoused in the air. Nine aircraft 
flew in one flight staggered to the rightj following this n-iEht 
three squadrons of ei'ht, ten and nine planes in one line. f-ve aircraft 
flew back and forth betv-een the individual squadrons on the rxght side 
of the entire forraation. The three squadrons flying in one line demorv- 
strated excellent fomation flying. Tne distance between the xncxvidual 
planes was about 10 raeters and between the individual squaorons from 
150 to 200 metors* One-ejïd-one-half circuits had to be flown before tne 
formation was formed. The aircraft proceeded in a northorn direction. 
Thev were not seen returning to the í 'ield,, fhere wos no otner flying 
aotivity at the field. ït was noticed when the planes were takxng off 
that about tvro thirds oí them had red propeller hubs. (U) 

3 The unloading of borabs frora three covered freight cars started at 3«30 
p'jj. on 3 Au-mst 1950. Tlie bombs were about 50 cm in diaraeter and had 
a f in about 2 meters long. They were packed in crates and stored on ihe 
ramp. It was noticed through the open doors of the freight car that -he 
bomb crabes were piled vertioally and in units of two, The crates were 
still on the ramp at 10 p.m., but were hauled away by 6 a.m. on h August
